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Court Watching: 


Dudek to teach 
young drivers about 


distracted driving

Keith Dudek has been sentenced to teach 
young drivers about the perils of being 
distracted while driving -- since he knows 
first-hand it can be fatal. 

On Aug. 24, 34" District Court Chief 
Judge Tina Brooks Green sentenced Dudek 
to 100 hours of community service at a 
victims’ location and ordered that a part of 
that service be telling those in Segment One 
of driver’s education about the dangers of 
being distracted while driving. 

Judge Green pointed out that her 16-year- 
old daughter was sitting next to her on the 
bench to witness the sentencing, since she 
just started driver’s training classes. 

On July 27, Dudek pled no contest to 
the civil infraction of operating a vehicle 
causing death. Judge Green set sentencing 
for Aug. 24, so the victim’s family could be 
present and speak before the sentence. 

On Oct. 13, 2015 Dudek was driving 
his company box truck on the I-94 North 
Service Drive when he reached down to 
pick something up from the floor. That’s 
when he struck and killed Vonda Sue 
Wieczorek, 57, who was walking along the 
side of the road with her 25-year-old son 
Jack Anthony (“J .J.”). 

Before sentencing, defense attorney 
Murray Duncan said, “This gentleman has 
never been in trouble before.” 

Judge Green agreed that it was a “horrible, 
horrible accident.” 

During investigation of the death, Van 
Buren Township police had obtained 
Dudek’s cell phone records and found he 
had not been using his cell phone during 
the accident. 

“You take your eyes off the road for one 
moment and this can happen,” attorney 
Duncan said. 

With community service, Dudek can tell

Last Thursday afternoon, a crew was at the 149-year-old Riggs Park Heritage Farm House, at the corner of East Huron River Drive 
and Martinsville Road. Crew members said they were getting ready to remove asbestos from the house so it could be razed. The house 
was built in 1867 by Loren Riggs, a member of the pioneer Riggs family, and much of the materials for the building were hauled by 
horse and wagon from a place on Wayne Road just outside of Romulus. According to the history book “Water Under the Bridge,” one 
of the most distinctive features of this home is the cupola on the roof. Over the generations, the Riggs children and grandchildren have 
scurried up there to look out as dinner time approached, so that they could call out to the mothers preparing the meals that the men were 
returning from their day in the fields. The historic house was part of the property given to the township in the deal to build Country 
Walk subdivision. The township considered making a mini Greenfield Village there and moving other old homes from the township to 
the site. Riggs Park and a walking trail was established. The township put up a new roof on the house and fencing, but never moved 
forward on renovations. On Thanksgiving 2013 the barn behind the house burned and the $30,000 the township got in insurance money

Cahill bound over to face murder charges at circuit court Sept. 7

Charles James Cahill, Jr., 49, of Sumpter 
Township, who has a long list of drunk 
driving convictions, waived his preliminary 
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exam on Aug. 31 before 34" District Court 
Judge Brian A. Oakley and was bound over 
to circuit court. 

He is scheduled to be at the Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice in Detroit at 9 a.m. Sept. 7 
to face charges in the death of a 12-year- 
old girl in a traffic accident. 

Cahill is lodged in the Wayne County Jail 
without bond on charges of murder in the 
second degree, operating while intoxicated 
causing death, operating while intoxicated- 
3", driving while license suspended causing 


death, and driving with open intoxicants in 
the vehicle. 

He also is labeled a habitual offender and 
if found guilty of the charges he faces life 
in prison. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Michael Reynolds, who had requested the 
preliminary exam date be postponed until 
Aug. 31, reported he finally has all the 
evidence requested, including the accident 
report from the Michigan State Police

Judge Parrott sentences 


co-pilot who tried to fly 
airliner after drinking

John McGuire, 50, an American 
Airlines co-pilot who pled no contest to a 
misdemeanor charge of operating a plane 
while intoxicated, was sentenced by 34" 
District Court Judge David Parrott on Aug. 
24. 

Judge Parrott sentenced him to 12 months 
of reporting probation (at a cost of $50 per 
month), a 45-day suspended jail sentence 
(which would be reinstated if he didn’t 
comply with probation rules), $700 in fines 
and costs, alcohol screening determined 
by the court’s probation department, and 
48 hours of community service within 120 
days. 

McGuire’s attorney said his client lives in 
Pennsylvania and so he would like to have 
the probation in that state. Judge Parrott 
agreed, as long as the 34 District Court 
retained jurisdiction over it. 

Judge Parrott relied on the seven-page 
police report on the incident. 

His attorney said McGuire has been a pilot 
for 35 years and has a passion for flying. 
After the incident, he enrolled in 78 days of 
inpatient treatment and has had intensive 
outpatient treatment, attending 2-3 AA 
meetings a week and taking breathalyzers 
four times a day. 

“He wants to make sure he’s good to fly,” 
his attorney said. “That’s his passion, his 
goal.” 

The Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
said if McGuire fails to comply, he would 
finish his term in jail. 

Judge Parrott said the course of treatment 
McGuire has taken is very relevant to the 
sentence. Judge Parrott said, of course, he 
is prohibited from controlled substances 
and alcohol and he should share the details 
of his treatment record with the probation 
department because they don’t want to 
duplicate. 

“Good luck to you,” Judge Parrott said 
to McGuire. 

It all started March 26 when McGuire 
was scheduled to fly American Airlines 
Flight 736 from Detroit Metro Airport to 
Philadelphia at 7 a.m. 

When McGuire arrived at the airport TSA 
employees reported to the airport authority 
that he smelled of alcohol and appeared to 
be drunk. McGuire went to the cockpit to 
begin his pre-flight checks. At about 6:30 
a.m., he was taken into custody by the 
Wayne County Airport Authority. 

McGuire was given a breathalyzer test 
by the airport authority and he failed the 
test, blowing .081 blood alcohol content. A

Sumpter denies rezoning Oakville Waltz property for marijuana

At its regular meeting Aug. 23, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees voted 
unanimously to deny rezoning of 5278 
Oakville Waltz Road from Agricultural to 
Light Industrial. 

This denial was recommended by the 
township planning commission at its July 
14 meeting. 

The commission cast a unanimous vote 
against the request for conditional rezoning 
of a vacant parcel in an agricultural area 
so the new owners can grow medical 
marijuana. 

The 13 acres of property at 5278 Oakville 
Waltz Road is zoned Agricultural and the 
request was to rezone it Light Industrial. 
The property is not far from the Crosswinds 
Marsh county park. 

A lengthy public hearing was held on the 
rezoning on May 12 and then a decision 
was tabled by the commission. Commission 
members were disappointed that township 
attorney Rob Young wasn’t at the May 12 
hearing for consultation and that’s one of 


the reasons they tabled their decision. 

The township’s planning consultant 
Matthew Lonnerstater of Carlisle Wortman 
Associates, presented a nine-page analysis 
of the situation in May, but did not make a 
recommendation. 

Attorney Young did attend the June 
meeting and spoke to the commission on 
the proposal, but the petitioner was not 
present. At the July meeting Young wasn’t 
present but the petitioners were. 

The property owner wants to put up a 
stand-alone pole barn on the vacant property 
in order to grow up to 72 marijuana plants 
to service six patients (including himself), 
as allowed by state law. 

Under the current township Medical 
Marijuana Ordinance, stand-alone 
medical marijuana caregiver facilities are 
only permitted within Industrial zoning 
districts. 

Within the Agricultural and other 
residential districts, marijuana facilities 
are permitted as a home-business that is 
secondary and incidental to residential use. 
Because the applicant does not intend to 


live on the property, he has requested to 
rezone the property to Light Industrial and 
offered several voluntary conditions. 

The conditional rezoning states that 
the parcel will be used only to grow 
and distribute medical marijuana and 
no other uses. If the ownership of the 
property is transferred or the applicant 
fails to commence operations within three 
calendar years, the property will revert to 
its previous AG zoning. 

The owner said they plan triple-layer 
purification and exhaust from a 16’ roof to 
combat odors. 

Speaking for the applicant --180 Group, 
LLC -— at both the May and July meetings 
was Travis Copenhaver, an attorney with 
Pollicella & Associates. Pollicella operates 
Cannabis Attorneys of Michigan and Small 
Business Legal Services. 

Copenhaver said his client purchased 
the property in late October, 2015, after 
determining this property met the zoning 
requirements in the township ordinances. 
Then, he said, the township amended the

Resident John Delaney said in 2007 
Visteon changed its address from Belleville 
to Van Buren Township and then went 
bankrupt. Board members laughed, but 
wondered about it.

others what can happen, Duncan said. 

Judge Green said this can be a very 
important conversation with young 
drivers. 

Other details of the sentencing included 
18 months of probation, $1,000 in fines 
and costs, a driving class, and a psychiatric 
evaluation to see if there are any other 
issues. 

The victim’s husband of 29 years, Jack 
W. Wieczorek, was given a chance to 
speak before sentencing, although Judge 
Green said she knew he couldn’t say much 
because of the civil suit he has brought 
against Dudek. 

“T can say it was an accident,” Wieczorek 
said. “But, I drove a truck for 16 years and 
never injured anybody. I’d like to see more 
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awareness.” 

With Wieczorek in the courtroom were 
his son and his attorney. Dudek’s family 
also was present in the courtroom. 

Judge Green gave Dudek a chance to 
speak, but said he probably shouldn’t 
because of the law suit. Dudek’s attorney 
said his client is truly sorry and this was 
an accident. 

Judge Green said she expects restitution 
in the case to be settled by the law suit. 

“I can always revisit it after the civil suit, 
but I don’t see that likely to happen,” she 
said.

ordinance and new wording retroactively 
disqualified the applicant’s property from 
getting a license. 

At the July 14 meeting, Copenhaver said, 
“If we don’t get rezoning, we can’t grow 
marijuana.” 

He said rezoning is only the beginning. 
His client would have to seek a license 
under the Medical Marijuana ordinance 
in the township and seek all the permits 
necessary. 

“If not done according to your rules, we 
can’t grow marijuana,” Copenhaver said. 
“My client is trying to be as responsible 
as possible... Instead of coming in in the 
darkness of night and building the facility, 
they came in and said “Hello, we’re here. 
We want to work with you. We want to 
grow plants.’ All we want to do is grow 
medical marijuana to help patients who are

suffering.” 

Trustee Matthew Oddy, the township 
board’s liaison to the commission, referred 
to proposed state legislation that would 
allow processing of edibles and asked if 
this facility would be processing edibles if 
that became legal. 

The petitioner said, “Just cultivation is 
all we seek.” 

Copenhaver said if the laws proposed at 
the state level go through, the five different 
tiers would come back to the municipality 
to manage. 

“If edibles are approved, we would have 
a hard time keeping edibles from them,” 
Oddy stated. 

Attorney Copenhaver had a short 
discussion with this client and then said, 
“You can’t suggest conditions [under the 
state conditional zoning regulations], but 
we can change our proposed conditions.” 

He said his clients agree that they would 
not be allowed to process edibles, if the 
law changes. 

Commission chairwoman Jane Stalmack 
read two letters against the rezoning 
submitted to the township on May 24. They 
were written by Jamie Good of Martinsville 
Road and Cindy Good of Oakville Waltz 
Road. 

“I deeply respect concerns of the 
concerned citizens,’ Copenhaver said. 
He said they researched the ordinances in 
Sumpter and after his client purchased the 
property the ordinance changed. He said 
construction was started by a contractor

by mistake. They were warned by the 
township and stopped, he said. 

“If my clients could live on the property, 
they could grow medical marijuana without 
a problem as a valid use,” Copenhaver said. 
“But no one lives on the property.” 

Kevin Hall of Oakville Waltz Road said 
he does not want a grow facility right next 
to his property where his grandchildren 
play. 

Jamie Good said he is not opposed to 
medical marijuana, but opposed to this 
rezoning. He said, as Oddy had stated, as 
the state law changes it would be very hard 
to say no once the township approved this. 

“All my clients want to do is grow medical 
marijuana to help people,’ Copenhaver 
said. 

Commissioner James Clark noted the 
petitioners live in Ypsilanti. He asked why 
they didn’t grow the marijuana there. 

The petitioner said under the rules in 
Ypsilanti Township, where they live, there 
are only so many spots authorized and 
they have been snatched up so there is no 
available property. 

“They want a place safe, secure, private, 
discreet...” Copenhaver said. 

“Ypsilanti is already in the business,” 
Commissioner Clark said. 

“The State of Michigan is already in 
the business,” Copenhaver said. “These 
individuals only are going to cultivate 
plants.” He said they want a place to do it 
that doesn’t take up place in their home. 

“I wouldn’t want 72 plants in my 
basement,” Copenhaver said. “I use my 
basement.” 

When they were asked how they would 
get the marijuana to the users, Copenhaver 
said the Michigan Medical Marijuana Act 
limits transfers from the caregiver. 

“Three of my patients are homebound, 
so I have to deliver to their homes,” the 
petitioner said. The others can be delivered 
anywhere.” 

He said he lives in Ypsilanti Township 
and there he can grow only 12 plants for 
five patients.

Stalmack said, 
pointing out then there would be no 
problem for them to grow. 

“We have homesteads,” 
petitioner. 

Oddy said this is a commercial venture 
on an AG lot and a commercial venture is 
not allowed in AG without a homestead. 

“I would respectfully disagree,” 
Copenhager said. 

“If you became a resident, you could 
grow 72,” Oddy said. 

“We’re only asking for a conditional 
rezoning,” Copenhager said. “This is our 
first of many steps... We’re here to seek 
compromise ... not legally challenging ... 
for state-protected conduct. We just want 
to grow marijuana.” 

Commissioner Jay Bardell made the 
motion to recommend the township board 
deny the rezoning and the motion was 
seconded by Clark. Although not all the 
commissioners said “aye” out loud, there 
were no “nay” votes. 

The rezoning recommendation was sent 
on to the township board for the final vote 
which occurred on Aug. 23.

and the autopsy report from Washtenaw 
County. He said he was ready to go to 
circuit court. 

Cahill’s court-appointed attorney David 
Lankford assured Judge Oakley that he 
had explained everything to his client and 
Cahill agreed with his recommendation to 
waive the preliminary exam and go directly 
to circuit court for trial. 

The Detroit News reported that the parents 
of the 12-year-old killed in the crash, 
Victoria Mack, have announced they will 
be suing Cahill and the unnamed person 
who loaned him the GMC Yukon that he 
was driving. The parents, Darlena Savage 
and Garry Mack, who were in the 34" 
District Court on Aug. 31, are represented 
by Renette Jackson and Danien Woods. 

The charges stemmed from the 8:18 p.m., 
July 27, accident at the corner of Willis and 
Martinsville roads. Cahill reportedly was 
northbound on Martinsville at more than 
80 mph when he collided with a minivan 
with Victoria in the back seat. 

She was cut out of the vehicle by Sumpter 
fire fighters and airlifted to Mott Children’s 
Hospital in Ann Arbor, where she died 
July 30. There had been no report of any 
injuries to the two women and two other 
female children, ages 2 and 3, who were 
also in the minivan, but, The Detroit News 
reported there were two other injuries. 

Stuffed into Judge Oakley’s jury box on 
Aug. 31 were camera crews from Channels 
7,4, and 2, along with a photographer from 
the News. Two other reporters plugged 
their equipment into an electrical outlet in 
the courtroom. 

A large group of family members were 
also in the courtroom. After Judge Oakley 
accepted the waiver to bind Cahill over and 
Cahill was returned to the court lockup, the 
family left the courtroom with most of the 
reporters in the room hurrying after them. 

Cahill’s driving record shows 12 prior 
drunk driving convictions even though his 
driver’s license had been revoked by the 
Secretary of State in 1990. 

Victoria was a student at the Ann Arbor 
Magnet School in Detroit and would have 
been a seventh grader this fall.
